After 
earnest solicitation to do the work, and 
when I saw that it would not conflict with 
my duties as state treasurer, I did render 
the syndicate much responsible and valua- 
ble service, for which | accepted compen- 
Sation, not a dollar of which came out of 
the State. These services were some extra 
Official and others unofficial and were ser- 
vices [ could not have been expected or re- 
quired to render as state treasurer, They 
facilitated and expedited the work of re- 
funding and jin rendering them [ protected 
the interests of the state. The matter was 
not one to be published in an official re- 
port, but was known and approved of by 
personal friends, acquaintances of. both 
factions, who are as honorable as any crit- 
ics in the land. I have in no way violated 
my official trust. On the contrary the 
compensation received by me was 
for services rendered the syndicate upon 
matters growing out of an unprecedented 
financial panic, then raging over the entire 
country and threatening to defeat the con- 
tract into which we had entered.”

SOUTH CAROLINA CAMPAIGN 
OPENS AT MANNING TODAY.

Candidates Must Announce and Put 
Up Their Entry Fees and 
Sign a Pledge.

C,, June 21.—(Special.)—The 
State campaign cpens tomorrow at Man- 
ning, a small town in Clarendon county. 
At a democratic primary to be held in Au- 
gust all state wnd county officials, from 
governor to coroner, will be nominated, 
and it is the canvass of the state prelim- 
inary to that primary which is about to 
begin. By midnight tomorrow every man 
expecting to enter the race for state of- 
fices must have his pledge to abide the 
result of the primary, together with the 
“entrance” fee in this sweepstakes, filed 
with the state chairman, and candidates 
for the legislature and county offices must 
file the same with county chairmen. For 
eounty offices these fees run from $15 to 
$25, 
and United States senator $150, Those fail- 
ing to comply with these terms by tomor- 
row night are barred from entering the 
printary. 

So far the only avowed candidates for 
governor are W. H. Ellerbe, of Marion, 
who was comptroller general from 1890 to 
1894, and John R. Harrison, state senator 
from Greenville... Both of them are con- 
Servative reformers, lt is probable, how- 
ever, that there will be another man in 
the -field by tomorrow evening, perhaps 
two more. 

Comptroller General Norton 
tary of State Tompkins have, 
opposition. 

Lieutenant Governor Timmerman, of 
Edgefield, will probably be the next state 
treasurer, as Dr. Bates, the incumbent, 
will not stand for re-election. 

M. B. McSweeney, editor of The Hampton 
Guardian, is slated for lieutenant governor, 
and will have no opposition. 

Superintendent of Education W. D. May- 
field will be opposed, it is believed, but 
the opposition will not be fornridable. 

General R. N. Richbourg, of this city, 
a veteran of the war, will make the con- 
test for adjutant and inspector general 
against John Gary Watts, the young in- 
cumbent. Attorney General Barber will 
retain his office for the asking. ¥ 

The Senatorial Contest. 

While there is some general interest in 
the gubernatorial contest, the struggle for 
United States senator will be so active, 
and influences brought to bear from sev- 
eral quarters so great, that the other 
fights for office are completely overshad- 
owed. . 

The ‘term of. office of Senator John 
Lawrence Manning Irby expires next 
March. He will not stand for re-election. 
Senator Irby was made state chairman in 
1890 and retained that office until a month 
ago, when he was displaced by the state 
H, 
Tompkins given that office. Senator Irby 
conducted the Tillman campaign in 1890 
with great ability, when the junior sena- 
tor defeated Judge Haskeil, the indepen- 
dent candidate, for governor. Irby and 
Tillman were for four years thereafter 
bosom friends, but more recently the latter 
has transferred his affections to Governor 
John Gary Evans, who he is now backing 
for senator, and the breach between thenr 
became an open rupture, They clashed in 
the constitutional convention and on other 
occasions, and at the last meeting of the 
state executive committee while Irby was 
chairman, he made a vigorous and point- 
ed attack on Senator Tillman for his 
declaration that he would bolt the Chi- 
cago convention if free silver did not 
ro: 

In the convention nominating delegates, 
the weakness of Irby’'s following was 
shown when he attempted to force a reso- 
lution against a bolt. It is supposed that 
since then he has had conferences with 
friends from different parts of the state 
and became convinced that to fight the 
Tillman influence.behind Evans would be 
hopeless; so he surrenders and steps down. 

But the withdrawal of Irby does not 
leave Governor Evans with a clear field; 
indeed, it rather complicates matters. 
Judge Joseph H. Karle, of Gainesville, who 
was for four years, from 1886 to 189, ate 
toney general, and who nrade the race for 
governor within the party in 1890 against 
Tillman, will enter the lists, recognized as 
Evans’s most formidable adversary. Af- 
ter 1890 General Earle dropped all opposi- 
tion to the reform party and was in 1894 
elected by that party to a circuit judge- 
ship, so that he has many friends in both 


factions. 

Last night W. D. Evans, of Bennetts- 
ville, chairman of the railroad commis- 
sion and president of the Farmers’ Al- 
liance organization in this state, announc- 
ed his intention of making the race for 
the senatorship, although in doing so he 
runs against a relative, Governor John 
Gary Evans, 

Yet another candidate is M. L, Donald- 
son, ex-president of the Farmers’ Alliance 
and a man who has a very large follow- 
ing. He did a great deal of work in build- 
ing up the alliance In this state. 

It was expected that Congressman Mc- 
Laurin would also enter this race. He has 
been for several days conferring with 
friends and supporters, but has as yet 
come to no decision. It is possible that 
by tomorrow night yet another man will 
come out—he is, or has been, a bosom 
friend of Governor Evans, and if he takes 
the stump against him it will create a 
sensation in political circles. | 

At the offstart Governor Evans undoubt- 
edty holds the strings to the office of sen- 
ator. While young, with a comparatively 
small. personal following, he has behind 
him the full Tillman influence and sup- 
port, and up to this time Senator Tillman 
has been able to absolutely control his 
following. The manner, however, in which 
the statement or explanation to be nrade 
tomorrow by the governor in reference to 
the state bond transaction is received by 
the public will have an important bearing 
on his prospects of success. 

The fight .is strictly between reformers, 
not a conservative or straightout head be- 
ing visible above the level of the political 
hattle tield. and the contest is going to be 
warm and interesting from the start. The 
conservatives are lying low and looking 
on. Their vote may be the balance of

SILVER MEN WILL CONTROL 


They Have Five Votes to One for Gold 
Standard. 


ALLEN THURMAN WILL PROBABLY PRESIDE 


—— 


Brice Will Not Attend the Conven- 
tion—Bookwalter Will Ask for 
an Indorsement. 


Columbus, Ohio, June 21.~(Special.)—The 
democratic. leaders of the state are gath- 
ering here preparatory ‘to the democratic 
State convention, which opens Tuesday. 

Up to this time no one has announced 
himeelf a candidate for any of the offices 
for which nominations are to be nfade. The 
names of Colonel W. A. Taylor, of this 
city, and John B. Peaslee, of Cincinnati, 


are mentioned in connection with the nom- | 


ination for secretary of state, but without 
authority. That is the most important of- 
fice to be filled this wear. Interest centers 
on the money question. 

It is apparent, from the results of the 
county primaries, that the free silver dem- 
ocrats will control the convention. They 
will probably have five votes to the gold 
democrats’ one. So complete is the vie- 
tory of silver that the gold democrats give 
it up. 

Senator Brice will not attend the conven- 
tion at all, and John A. McMahon, a gold 
Standard advocate who was chosen to pre- 
side temporarily over the convention by 
the state central committee, controlled by 
Senator Brice, has declined the honor. : 

Allen W. Thurman will probably be made 
chairman. Free silver resolutions will un- 
doubtedly be adopted. The delegates at 
large to Chicago are to be John R. Me- 
Lean, editor of The Cincinnati Enquirer; 
John W. Bookwalter, of Springfield; Allen 
W. Thurman and E. B. Finley, of Bucy- 
rus; E. J. Blandin and L. E. Holden, of 
Cleveland, are candidates for delegates at 
large. Ex-Congressman Johnson, of Cleve- 
land, and Frank Hurd, of Toledo, both 
fighting gold democrats, are delegates and 
will mo doubt make a show of fight against 
free silver. 

Among the leading democrats who have 
engaged quarters at the hotels are Hon. 
John W. Bookwalter, of Springtield; Walter 
Ritchie, of Lima; L. E. Holden, of Cleve- 
land; Major W. W. Armstrong, of Cleve- 
land, and United States Senator Brice. The 
last named will not attend the conwention, 
but his quarters will undoubtedly be oc- 
cupied by some of his friends who will 
be present to watch the proceedings. Book- 
walter will ask the convention to indorse 
him for the presidential nomination. As 
the free silver democrats did not favor 
Campbell, he may secure the indorsement 
of the convention. 

Ex-Governor Campbell has refused to be 
a delegate at large. It is certain that he 
will receive Ohio’s forty-six votes for 
president at Chicago. 

As a compliment to the gold followers 
the committee selected John A. McMahon, 
the Dayton ex-e@ongressman, for tempo- 
rary chairman, In a letter McMahon 
says: 

‘“T am sorry to say J cannot accept the 
position. I feel more at liberty to take 
this step as it will enable the committee 
to select in my place some distinguished 
democrat whose views are more in har- 
mony with the sentiment of the conven- 
tion.”’ 

MciMahon is a gold man and knows the 
convention will be a big silver demonstra- 
tion. 


FORAKER MAKES A STATEMENT. 


NGS cet a AS SNES 


The Ohio Senator-Elect Discusses the 
St. Louis Platform. 

Cincinnati, O., June 21.—At the McKin- 
ley and Hobart ratification meeting at 
Music hall last night, Senator-elect. For- 
aker had this to say of the money plank 
adopted at St. Louis: 

“The declaration of the republican party 
as embodied in its plank at St. Louis de- 
fines exactly what has been the position 
of the republican party through all these 
years with respect to this silver ques- 
tion. Silver was demonetized in 1873, and 
ever since that we have been on a single 
gold standard basis. About the same time 
several of the leading nations of Europe 
demonetized silver and ever since then an 
effort has been made to get back to bi- 
metalliism. We have had in that behalf 
three international monetary conferences, 
the object of them being to agree with 
other nations upon an international ratio, 
according to which we could have the free 
coinag®@ of silver. ut all of these efforts 
It h been constantly and 
repeatedly declared by both parties that 
bimetallism was desirable in preference to 
gold or silver monometallism. 

“Four years ago, whén we held the con- 
vention at Minnneapolis, it was my for- 
tune to be chairman of the committee on 
resolutions, as it was at the St. Louis 
convention, and it was my fortune to be 
associated on that committee with Sena- 
tor Teller. He and his associates from the 
silver states canre to that convention and 
came before that. committee, asking us to 
insert a plank pledging the republican par- 
ty to the free coinage of silver. We refus- 
ed to do so. 

“They accepted the result and remained 
in the republican party. When Senator 
Teller and his associates bolted the party 
at the St. Louis convention they had no 
cause for it whatever that dld not exist 
four years before, at the Minneapolis con- 
vention and when the republican party 
made the declaration it did make at St. 
Louis, it did not change its position one 
particle, but simply made it absolutely 
certain, in order that there could be a set- 
tlement of the question. Free and inde- 
pendent .and unlimited coinage of silver 
is a proposition that we will not enter- 
tain. We will not entertain it, because in 
our judgment it does not, as Senator Teller 
and his associates claim, mean bimetallism, 
but simply silver monometallism.”

St. Louis, Mo,, June ZigeA sharp reminder 
of the late tornado visi St. Louis at 3:30 
o'clock this afternoon “The weather was 
eppressively hot, and @ sky was cloud- 
less. From the samé; quarter that the 
great tornado came a mp of dark clouds 
Swept across the city, The wind blew at 
a forty-mile speed, and rain fell in sheets. 
Many of the houses that were partly re- 
Stored after the tornado, were damaged 
again, but up to 9 o’clagk no fatalities are 
reported. .

Streets, yesterday finished rebuilding the 
top floor of his three-ste@ry house destroyed 
by the former storm. Again it was blown 
down. The roof of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy passenger depot at Second 
and Carr streets, alag@ just rebuilt, was 
partly torn off. About twenty telegraph 
poles wene blown down and trees and bill- 
boards were leveled. Ig all, about seventy 
houses were damaged, The property loss 
is estimated at $15,000.

A BAD WIND If NEW YORK. 


Poughkeepsie Is Cytlone Struck—The 
Damage Heavy. 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., June 21.—A terrific 
cyclone swept through this city and the 
Surrounding country about half-past 3 
o'clock this afterneon, accompanied by a 
tremendous downfall of rain and hail. The 
wind attained a velocity wf seventy-five 
miles an hour, lasting for about ten min- 
utes. Over 500 shade trees were uprooted in 
this city. The Knickerbocker ice house at 
Fox's Point was totally demolished. L. N. 
Burril & Co.’s hardware manufactory was 
wrecked, causing a loss of $10,000, and sev- 
eral other buildings were unroofed and oth- 
erwise damaged. All wires of every descrip- 
tion in the city were either broken down or 
rendered useless and‘ the ciy is in total 
darkness to night. The total loss im the city 
is estimated at about $25,000. No fatalities 
have as yet been reported but several per- 
sons were slightly injured by flying de- 
bris.

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THE COMING MAN-KILLER. 


A Test of the Krag-Jorgensen Gun 


Shows It Is Cruel. 

Port itiley, Kas., Jnme 21.—An _ official 
test of the new military rifle, the Krag- 
Jorgensen, was made at this post yesterday 
under the direction of Dr. J. G@. Griffith, 
of Kansas City, a member of the United 
States Association of Military Surgeons 
and chairman of the committee on testing 
new guns, aided by a. dozen assistants, 
The object of the test was to find out the 
relative effects of the use of the Krag-Jor- 
gensen gun from a humane point of view, 
as compared with other army rifles. This 
test has demonstrated io the minds of those 
who participated that the Krag-Jorgensceii 
gun cannot be called a humane gun. At 
distance up tto 1,000 yards the explosive 
quality of the Krag-Jorgensen bullets were 
terrific. 

The explosive quality {s most marked in 
soft tissues and cavities, the brain and 
lung ‘tissues being terribly torn and the 
heart burst. When Viscera are grazed by 
a bullet they are much mutilated. Brood 
vessels are cut, not torn, hence the death 
rate on the field will be very great—four 
killed to one wounded, probably. Tendons 
are the only tissues in the body which seem 
to be turned aside by the ball. A test of 
Shrapnel shot used by the artillery fol- 
lowed the Krag-Jorgensen. To do effec- 
tive work the shell should burst thirty 
or forty yards in front of'the object aimed 
at. Some very effective wounds were ob- 
tained and the opinion strengthened that 
the Shrapnel gun ts to be the man-killer of 
the future. 


THE HORSA SOLD. 


The Filibustering Vessel Changed 
Hands Thursday Last. 

New York, June 21.—The steamship 
Horsa, of filibustering memory and until 
recently known as the steamship River 
Clyde, has again changed hands. The ves- 
by Burdett & 
Dennis, of Bur'ingslip, to a Mr. Munroe, 
who paid $12,400 for the craft. The agents 
who effected the sale declined to say 
whether it was at the instance of the un- 
derwriters or of the Cuban junta. The 
Horsa is now at the foot of South street, 
Hoboken, where she is being repaired. 
While on a recent voyage from the West 
Indies to Philadelphia there was a fire 
on board and the ship was almost destroy- 
ed. She was laden with bananas then, 
but it was suspected that she had carried 
munitions of war to the Cuban insurgents 
on her outward passage.

Herr Luttgenan and Fran Osthnes Cause 
a Sensational Libel Suit, 


LUDWIG HIDES IN THE WOODS 


To Avoid the Rousing Ovations Being 


Prepared for Him. 


SATISFIED WITH M’KINLEY’S NOMINATION 


Delegates Elected to the Coming Inter- 
national Labor Congress in Lon- 
don—Cretan Matters. 


Berlin, June 21.—The excitement which 
prevailed throughout the south German 
states over the incident at the banquet of 
the Deutsche Verein in ‘Moscow upon the 
occasion of the czar’s coronation, when 
the president of the banquet alluded to 
the German princes. as members of the 
suite of Prince Henry of Prussia, was 
subsiding rapidly. But it has now re- 
ceived a fresh impulse by the bestowal of 
the order of the Red Eagle, by the em- 
peror upon the chairman, whose words 
evoked a violent protest from Prince Lud- 
wig of Bavaria, who resented the presi- 
dent’s words by indignantly declaring that 
the princes alluded to were neither mem- 
bers of Prince Henry’s suite nor vassals 
of the German empire. 

The Bavarian press in commenting upon 
the act of the emperor in decorating the 
president of the banquet interpret it as a 
new act of provocation on the part ' of 
Prusssia, although it is clearly customary 
action toward an official receiving .a repre- 
sentative of the katser, in which capacity 
Prince Henry went to Moscow. Prince 
Luitpold, regent of Bavaria, has sought 
to hush up the uproar caused by the in- 
cident, but popular feeling has been too 
strong, aS was shown in the enthusiastic 
demonstration of the session of the Ba 
varian landtag in Munich when President 
von Walthpr thanked the royal house 
for watching and jealously preserving the 
independence of Bavaria and her guaran- 
teed treaties. The expression was received 
with cheers which were prolonged many 
minutes. In addition to this the patriotic 
associations in all parts of south Germany 
@re sending congratulatory messages and 
addresses to Prince Ludwig in great pro- 
fusion. 


The Catholic Press Talks Plain. 

The Catholic party is especially taking 
the lead in the resurgence of the particu- 
larist agitation and the Catholic press is 
vehement in its denunciation of the per- 
sistent attempts to foree the Prussian 
regime upon the independent. states of 
Germany. 

The Berlin government in the meantime 
are viewing the agitation in the south 
German states very quietly and the Berlin 
newspapers treat the matter lightly as 
though the particularist sentiment in the 
south of .Germany were a quantity not 
worthy of serious consideration. 

The National 
excitement as puerile, but however lightly 
the government and the press may view 
the ‘agitation it cannot be dismissed in 
that fashion. The fact is that the. present 
outburst is due to a feeling which has 
long been in the air of south Germany, 
where the people and the princes alike 
have silently resented the autocratic acts 
and speeches of te Kaiser. Legislative 
proposals tike the wine tax, which hit 
lsouth Germany hard without touching 
Prussia, the vexatious treatment of the 
south German lines by the Prussian rail- 
ways and the deaiings between the postal 
authorities of Prussia and the south Ger- 
man states have combined to keep par- 
ticularism alive. The present agitation 
which is giving free vent to long restrain- 
ed sentiments is likely to do good to the 
whole country, and after all it is a family 
squabble which does not in any way af- 
fect the unity of the empire. 


Gone to the Country To Avoid Boquets. 

In the meantime Prince Ludwig, whose 
violent words at the banquet were the 
signal for the popular outburst of feel- 
ing, has found it prudent, or at least con- 
venient to go.to his hunting seat in Hun- 
gary to remain until the excitement is

WHITNEY’S ADDRESS. 


He Thinks It Necessary To Be Saying 
Something. 

New York, June 21.—William C. Whitney 
has sent the following to the press: 

“T find it necessary to make a public 
statement embodying my views of the sit- 
uation to correct misconceptions: and to 
save the time now occupied in answering 
questions. 

“Far too great importance has been at- 
tached to my decision to go to the Chicago 
convention. . 

“T have been practically out of politics 
for four years, and there are now many 
eastern democrats who can.do much more 
than I ean for the party. T shall not as- 
sume any position of leadership. My de- 
cision to stay was simply based on the 
duty of every person who believes in the 
party for its principles to stand by and 
lend his ald and take His chances when a 
great crisis is upon it. There can be no 
question but that a great érisis*is upon 
the democratic party. Fundamental dif- 
ferences of principle exist inside the party, 
marked almost by sectional lines. 

“The great question to my mind, is 
whether the party meets tn convention now 
as in 1869, with issues and differences that 
are, for the moment, irreconcilable. For 
the past fifteen years leaders of public 
opinion in the south and west have been 
advocating a strong remedy for existing ills 
—the free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, with 
or without the co-operation of other na- 
tions. It has come to be believed in there 
quite generally and conscientiously... A large 
majority of the delegates to the coming 
democratic convention have been elected 
by the people for the purpose of incorporat- 
ing that doctrine into the platform of the 
democratic party. Our people on the other 
hand entirely disagree with these views 
and believe almost universally that it will 
bring general ruin to the prosperity of ths 
country. It is deemed a new doctrine when 
propcsed to be incorporated into the plat- 
form of the national democracy. it is true 
that ir mo previous platform of the party 
can it specifically be found. Consequently 
nv party obligations herwtofvre assumed 
oblige them to subscribe to it.”’ 

Mr. Whitrey then asserts that if the 
democratic convention should be to estab- 
lish as the issue of this campaign the 
free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1 independent of ‘other nations in the 
intensity of feeling likely to arise it is to be 
seriously apprehended that a disruption of 
the democratic party might occur. He says 
no help would come from ‘eastern demo- 
crats, and while they might not vote the 
republican ticket, they would not vote for 
the Chicago nominees. 

Mr. Whitney says the change means im- 
mediate ruin to our industries and no 
permanent good to any one. 

Mr. Whitney says that it ought not to be 
necessary for him to say anything of a 
personal nature. He finds himself spoken 
of as a possible candidate—not very seri- 
ously or prominently, but sufficiently to 
attract attention if he should fail to notice 
it. He says he will not be a can@gidate, 
and would “not run if nominated, nor serve 
if elected.” |

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HE ASSAULTED A. CHILD 


The Sheriff Arrested and Concealed 


the Negro. 


THE MOB SUCCEEDED IN FINDING HIM 


And Soon He Was Dangling from the 
Limb of a Tree—His Body Rid- 
died with Bullets. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 21.—(Special.)— 
Infuriated citizens of Morgan county last 
night took a negro, Leon Orr, from the 
sheriff of Lawrence county and carrying 
him to Hartselle, hanged him to-a tree 
limb. His body was still hanging today. 
Orr, on Friday night, committed an out- 
rageous assault on Mary Puckett, the nine- 
year-old daughter of Gwinn Puckett, a 
prominent farmer, in the neighborhood of 
Hartselle. Mary was’ going from the 
kitchen, at her home, shortly after dark, 
to her mother’s room, about fifteen feet 
apam, when the negro grabbed her. He 
handled her roughty, and when the girl 
attempted to scream, the brute threw his 
hand over her mouth, smothering her cries. 
The negro carried the struggling chold out 
of the house about haif a mile in the woods, 

The family was aroused. When the child 
was found she was in a terrible condition, 
A posse was at once formed to hunt the 
negro down. The trail led toward Danville, . 
in Lawrence county, adjoining Morgan, 
where Orr lived, near Moulton. 

The sheriff, who had been advised of the 
crime, arrested the negro. Fearing a mob 
was after him the sheriff hid his prisoner 
in the courthouse instead of putting him 
in jail. The mob, which contained about 
fifty citizens, found the negro and car- 
ried him toward Hartselle and hung. him 
up. The body was riddled with bullets, 

The little child is in a terrible condition, 
and will probably die. 


THREE MEN KILLED. 
A Train Jumps Into a Wagon on a 
Railroad Crossing. 

Atlantic City, N. J., June 21.—The 8 
o’clock express from Philadeiphia for this 
city struck a team and wagon at Abscon 
station, about eight miles from here, short- 
ly after 9 o’clock this morning and killed 
three men and fatally injured another. 

The men were bound on a picnic trip, and 
had descended a steep hill leading to the 
depot without knowing the proximity of the 
train, which was speeding along at the — 
rate of sixty miles an hour. They realized 
their danger when too late, as the momen-. 
tum of the wagon carried the team out 
on the track, where the vehicle was struck 
by the locomotive. “One of the horses and - 
one man were hurled through the air forty 
feet, and were killed. The other horse was 
killed outright and carried. along on the 
catcher 100 yards. Two of the men were 
thrown under the wheels of the locomo- 
tive and ground to atoms.

KILLED A DESPERADO, 
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Who with Two Companions Murdered 
Two Citizens. 

North Branch, Minn., June 21.—Bob Wil- 
son, the leader of the desperadoes who 
murdered Jacob Hay “and Andréw “Pact, 
and attempted to kill Dr. Burnside Foster, 
at Wyoming, Minn., Saturday morning, 
was killed shortly after 1 o'clock this 
morning a few miles from here, and the 
other two, James Cunningham and George 
Kelley, were captured after making 4 
desperate resistance.

The men are desperadoes who have been 
committing robberies along the St. Paul .

You know that more sophis- 
try has been twined about this yardstick 
busineas than about any single phrase in 
connection with the whole financiadg ques- 
tion. Suppose the government should say: 
‘A yard is the measure of length, but you 
shall not make your yardstick of any ma- 
terial except rosewood.’ The time niight 
comé when, owfnge to the scarcity of rose- 
wood, nobody but the rich could afford a 
yardstick at all. The government does say: 
A dollar is the measure of value, but you 
shali not make a dollar of anv material 
except gold” And behold, gold has al- 
ready become so valuable that few people 
can afford to have a dollar at all 

“At this distance, then, the fssue appears 
certain to an onlooker who was anything

. The producers of the west and the 
south have joined for the common righting 
of common wrongs.

They have 
the most brains, the most education, the 
better training and all the money. Aye. 
if they were sincere and united thev would 
already have the fight whipped before the 
convention meets. 

“But they are not sincere. When Mr. 
Cleveland, at the demand of the money 
dealers, called congress together and took 
advantage of the panic to whip through 
@ bill of false pretense and falser promise 
he did not utterly discredit himself, for 
Many men were charitable enough to think 
it was an honest mistake in judgment.

With Threats of Death a Negro Is Said 
to Have Attacked a Woman

AND THEN MADE HIS ESCAPE 


Considerable Excitement Caused by 
the Story. 


SEARCHING PARTIES SCOURING THE WOODS 


It Was Rumored This Morning That 
the Fiend Had Been Lynched. 
The Story of the Outrage. 


Wild rumors of a criminal assault upon a 
young™ lady at Bolton yesterday afternoon 
and the probable lynching of her assailant 
reached the city at an early hour this 
morning. 

A message was received stating that a 
young lady had been assaulted near the 
Chattahoochee river by a burly negro. He 
drew a knife and threatened instant death 
if any outery was made, 

At 4 o’clock this morning the county of- 
ficers, who were searching the woods, had 
not returned and nothing in regard to the 
details could be ascertained. Every effor. 
was made to run down the m mor. 

Late yesterday afternoon it is said that 
a young lady, accompanied by her little 
brother, was gathering flowers on the 
banks of the river when a negro sprang 
from the dense undergrowth that lines the 
stream. The negro is said to have attacked 
the little bow, who then fled in terror from 
the place. Turning from the pursuit of the 
boy, the negro rushed at the young lady. 

The alarm was immediately given by tho 
little boy, who screamed for help, and a 
number of citizens responded. Late in the 
night two county officers were called to 
the scene, but they are still on the search, 

Just after midnight the Message came 
that the negro had been captured and was 
being lynched, but there was but little 
Credence given this feature of the tragedy. 
No telephone cornection cculd be made 
with Bolton and the telegraph office was 
closed for the night. Messengers who left 
the city for the river did not return, and 
taking everything into consideration the re- 
ported assault seems to be well founded, 

The outrage is said to have occurred 
just below the bridge of the Western and 
out of hearing of 
the pleasure seekers who were further up 
the river. 

As soon as the alarm was given many 
rushed to the scene and for a time it look- 
ed as if the negro would be captured, 

Was the Negro Lynched. 

Shortly after midnight the news of the 
assault was received in the city, and a 
short time afterwards it was rumored 
that the negro had been captured and 
would be lynched, 

The people who were in the posse were 
greatly excited, and if the negro has been 
caught he will likely be lynched by the 
friends of the victim. 

The young lady is said to be in a critical 
condition. Her name was not learned, 

Early this morning tHe lynching was 
said to have been a false report, but that 
searching parties were scouring the woods 
in search of the fiend.

No Successor Appointed. 

No steps have as yet been taken toward 
appointing Father Keliley’s successor. Cer- 
tain it is, however, that a prominent man 
will be selected. Bishop Becker, - who 
lives in Savannah, has the matter in 
charge, and will no doubt have the pulpit 
occupied in a short while. The congrega- 
tion has very Ettle to do with the selec- 
tion. The rules of the Catholic church 
subject the priests entirely to the orders 
of the bishops. Bishop Becker has charge 
of the different stations throughout Geor- 
gia, and it was through ‘his order that the 
proposed change is to be made. Father 
Kelléy has not as yet received official in- 
formation that he is to be sent to Savan- 
nah, but it is positively known that such 
a change will be made. 

The yacancy of the pulpit of the cathedral 
in Savannah has been made vacant by the 
death of Father Cafferty, who has been 
pastor of that church for a number of 
years. It will be remembered that the emi- 
nent priest died at St. Joseph’s infirmary, 
this city, several weeks ago. 

Wanted in Savannah. 

It is said that the Savannah people are 
Vary anxious to secure Father Keiley, and 
that much influence has been brought to 
bear on the bishop to this end. Father 
Keiley has a wide reputation as being a 
pastor of eminent ability, and he is greatly 
in demand in many places, 

He will probably preach his last sermon 
in the local church next Sunday, and will 
leave for Savannah next week.

A Georgia Physician’s Ghostly and 
Thrilling Experience. 
Waycross, Ga., June 21-—(Special.)—Dr. 
Jeff Wilcox, who is a prominent candidate 
for the Georgia senate from the Fifth 
senatorial district, related to The Journal 
a most exciting incident in Hazlehurst, 
Appling county. News reached the doctor 
and other Free Masons that an old her- 
mit, a brother ‘Mason, was lying at the 
point of death several miles in the coun- 
try, at his rude hermitage on the banks 
of the Ocmulgee river. It fell to the lot 
of Dr. Wilcox to go to the aid of his 
brother Mason, and just as the shades of 
night were falling, he reached the lonely 
place. The rain began to fall, and,-as the 
doctor took in his gruesome surroundings 
his usually brave heart almost sank he- 
neath the puncheon “(floor of the log 


cabin.

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INDIANA FOR SILVER. 


The State Is Overwhelmingly in Fa- 
vor of Bimetallism. 


Special Correspondence Chicago Record. 

It is generally understood that Senators 
Voorhees and Turple will be two of the 
delegates at large. For the other two dele- 
gates, ex-Congressman W. 8S. Holman, of 
Aurora; John G. Shanklin, of Evansville; 
B. F. Shively, of South Bend; John B. Stoll, 
of South Bend, and G. V. Menzies, of 
Evansville, are talked of. 

The silver men assert with great certain- 
ty that there will not be- over 280 gold 
votes in the convention, which will be com- 
posed of 1,747 delegates. The gold men have 
no. figures to offer, but they say that there 
is no doubt that silver will be in absolute 
control unless there is a great change in 
conditions between now and then. The ar- 
gument being use by the gold men now is 
that under the influence of discussion and 
education there will be a change in senti- 
ment before the November election and 
that the free silver platform adopted now 
will not be popular then. The faith of 
the silver men, however, remains unshaken 
and their constant cry is: “No compro- 
mise!’ 

Allen W. Clark, of Greensburg, president 
of the Indiana Free Silver League and 
director of the silver campaign among the 
democrats of this state, says that the silver 
men will not be intolerant in the use of 
their power in the convention. 

“The gold men,’’ said Mr. Clark, “are 
democrats as well as we are, though they 
have wandered from the true faith, and we 
would rather win them back than drive 
them out of the fold. 

“The platform will call for the immediate 
independent free coinage of gold and silver 
as primary money at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
We are not sticklers for the ratio, but we 
want a platform that will put Indiana demo- 
crats and Claude Matthews in line with 
the democrats of other states. We will 
make it as strong as we know how—strong- 
er than Kentucky and Virginia if possible. 
We want a platform that we won't have to 
explain at the Chicago convention. The 
Chicago platform will not differ materially 
from it. It was a good thing for us that 
the republicans at St. Louis made a gold 
platform—it clinches Indiana to democracy. 

“Thera is a strong sentiment among the 
democrats of sympathy for Cuba, which I 
think will find expression in the platform.”’ 

“Will President Cieveland be criticised ?’’ 

Mr. Clark hesitate a moment he _- said: 
“I cannot say as to that, but one thing is 
sure—his course will not be approved. 
Judging from the letters I receive from dif- 
ferent parts of the state, I conclude that a 
free silver platform, with candidates that 
are not odious to the republicans, will draw 
the votes of many silver republicans in In- 
diana to the democratic ticket.”

In the first place, is it, can it be pos- 
sible that any European bimetallist is 
opposed to independent free coinage in 
the United States because he is afraid 
our people will be hurt by it? Has any 
one of them, from the greatest to the 
smallest, ever suggested that free coin- 
age by the United States alone would 
be hurtful to the interests of this coun- 
try? Not one. They assume that such 
a measure would place this country on 
a silver basis, and they fear that Eu- 
rope would suffer from the larger and 
keener competition thus inaugurated. 
Even De. Arendt, whom the gold men 
are quoting because he is opposed to 
independent action by this country, 
made this very suggestion in a recent 
number of Fhe London Bimetallist. 

In short, European bimetallists are EBu- 
fropeans finst, and bimetallists after- 
wards, and they are not in favor of any 
action by the United States that is cal- 
culated to hurt their own’ countries. 
This is so natural and so inevitable that 
it is hardly worth discussing. The Eu- 
ropean. bimetallists are in favor of the 
restoration of silver if it can be brought 
about by an international agreement; 
but they are opposed to independent free 
coinage in the United States because 
they know that the result would bene- 
fit the people of this country at the ex- 
pense of the prosperity of the gold 
Standard countries of Europe. In order 
to conceal the real reason of their oppo- 
sition to independent action by this re- 
public, these European bimetallists as- 
sume that free coinage by the United 
States would result in silver monometal- 
lism. This is pure assumption and 
peculiarly wild assumption, in this 
case, since there never was an inter- 
national monetary agreement until the 
Latin union was formed in 1865. and 
that agreement had for its main purpose 
the recognition of the subsidiary coins or 
thesfive nations participating.

It cannot be urged that such a modest 
estimate as this is the fruit of extreme 
conservatism. As a matter of fact, it 
implies the existence of a very grave 
doubt on the part of the St. Louis paper 
as to whether or not the republican par- 
ty will succeed at all in November. Un- 
less conservatism means despair, this 
estimate of The St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat cannot therefore be regarded as 
conservative. 

There are some few republican pape 
that place the majority much higher 
than The St. Louis Globe-Democrat; but 
the significance attaching to the calcu- 
lation which this paper makes is due to 
the fact that it speaks as the organ of 
the St. Louis republican convention.

In this view of the campaign it is 
extremely doubtful if the nominee of 
the republican party will be able to 
carry any one of the seven states above 
mentioned. 

The votes of Iowa, Illinois and In- 
diana, added to the democratic vote in 
The Globe-Democrat’s table, will give us 
a majority of thirty-eight votes in the 
electoral college.

But now the very men whom Cer- 
nuschi thought were his friends in this 
country are proclaiming that there is no 
hope. of international bimetallism, and 
are insisting on the gold standard. 
Cernuschi was honest; his “bimetallist” 
friends in the United States are dis- 
honest. 

We present.another declaration from 
the great French expert, and desire the 
reader to mark well the use of the word 
“theoretical.” Cernuschi declares: 

“From a theoretical point of view, 
the free coinage of silver by the United 
States, without the concurrence of 
Europe, would be a vicious solution, 
but it would nevertheless be a step in 
the direction of international bimetal- 


lism—for, under the new regime 
of the new standard the  pro- 
ductive power of the United 


States would receive so enormous an 
impulse and this development would 
have such a disastrous effect upon the 
economic and financial interests of 
England and the other European na- 
tions now governed by the gold 
standard, that it may be confidently 
predicted in advance that the course 
of events would force the adoption of 
international bimetallism as the only 


true solution even upon those who to- 


day deny the possibility and efficacy

The Georgia Watermelon. 

The reputation of the Georgia water- 
melon has been assailed by one of the 
leading newspapers .of Chicago. 

In the long career of this illustrious 
vegetable, extending back for a period 
of more than a hundred and fifty years, 
the voice ‘of slander has never been 
raised against it until this time. 

The fame of the Georgia watermelon 
is dear to every citizen of this state. 
There is searcely a hillside in Georgia 
on which the watermelon vine does not 
flourish, and the man whose appetite 
calls for some other fruit is lacking at 
least in one of the characteristics of a 
sturdy Georgian. 

Since the days of the revolution the 
Georgia watermelon has been a univer- 
sal favorite and its good name has been 
as fair as its own blossoms. 

In a measure, the Georgia watermelon 
has nurtured the population of this state. 
Associated with the earliest recollec- 
tions of every child in Georgia, it holds 
a place in the affections of her people 
which no other fruit can approach.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


+ The Hindoos and the Buddhists have al- 
Ways claimed that the island of Ceylon 
is the site of the Biblical garden of Eden, 
Several reasons are brought to the support 
of this claim. Among other things they 
say that it is the only spot on earth where 
the botanical curiosity called ‘‘Eve'’s ap- 
ple’ will grow and mature. The color of 
this queer fruit, which hangs from the 
branches in a very peculiar and striking 
manner, is very beautiful, being orange 
on the outside and deep crimson within. 
It is called ‘“‘Eve’s apple’ because every 
fruit, little and big, has the appearance 
vf having a piece bitten out of one siae. 
Eight teeth marks are plainly to be seen in 
the fully-matured. fruit, four below and 
four above. This singular mark, together 
with the fact that the fruit is a deadiy 
poison, has caused the bestowal of the pe- 
cular name. The native name of the fruit 
is kadurn, which sign¢fies ‘forbidden.’ Tire 
butanical mame is hortus kewensis. The 
tree and fruit were first described by Rt. 
Hon. Sir Alexander Johnson in 1842, 


The net of the commen garden spider 
consists of two different kinds of silk. The 
threads which form the concentric circles 
are composed of silk much more elastic 
than that which composes the rays. The 
concentric threads are also covered with 
globules of gum which is not to be found 
on the rays. A scientific writer estimatss 
that a net of the average dimensions con- 
tains not less than 87,360 of these gum gio- 
bules, any three of them being sufficientiy 
adhesive to catch and hold an unwary fly. 
Large nets (twelve to fourteen inches in 
diameter) sometimes contain as many as 
120,000 of these minute gum balls, The ra- 
pidity with which these nets are buiit is 
really surprising. One that contains from 
sixty to 100 yards of silk and which is stud- 
ded with 80,000 to 120,000 gum globules is 
often completed and ready for use within 
forty minutes from the moment when the 
first guyrope is anchored. 


Helping the Other Side. 
From The Washington Post. 

The shallowness of some of the alleged 
arguments employed by the opponents of 
free coinage explains, in part, the breadth 
and virility 6f the silver movement. It de- 
tracts from the attention that would other- 
wise be given to weightier reasoning, and 
seriously cripples the really strong men 
who are doing battle for the gold standard. 
One of the administration democrats who 
recently closed a speaking tour in_ the 
south devoted much of his time to abuse of 
persons who buy and sell on speculation. 
We do not understand the motive that im- 
pelled a gold standard orator to rail at 
dealers in gold. His rhetoric, as reported 
in the newspapers, is so turgid that his 
purpose is not discernible. But it requires 
only the average equipment of common 
sense to understand that it is quite as per- 
missible and respectable to speculate in gold 
as in any other commodity; that a man has 
the same legal and’moral right to buy gold 
and ship it to a market as he has to buy, 
ship and sell wheat, corn, beef, cotton or 
any other product of the soil or output of 
mine or factory, 

The bulkiness of silver—its inconvenience 
for handling in business—is one of the so- 
called arguments against free coinage. It 
has been employed again and again, and is 
just now started on another tour of duty 
by that sterling administration organ, The 
Atlanta Journal. This organ learns that a 
‘new steel reservoir” is being constructed 
at the sub-treasury in New York city 
which is,to hold a good many millions of 
silver dollars. It is twelve feet square, 
and its walls are two inches thick. The 
Journal says there are already at the same 
sub-treasury several similar reservoirs, or 
vaults, which guard over 50,000,000 silver dol- 
lars; that the government has done its 
best to force this money into circulation; 
that it offers to pay express charges on any 
amount of it to any part of the United 
States, and still the quantity of silver in 
the government vaults at Washington and 
New York increases. “And still,”” says the 
Journal, ‘‘demagogues tell us that the peo- 
ple clamor for more silver, and yet there 
are car loads of it lying idle in the govern- 
ment’s keeping which nobody seems to 
want.” 

The Journal ought to know that its state- 
ment is unfair. ...We, presume it does not 
know that the silver in the government's 
keeping is no more *“idle’’ than the gold 
thus held. There is little metallic money 
of any kind in actual circulation, not be- 
cause the people do not want money, but be- 
cause they prefer paper to coin. But the 
silver, like the gold, is practically in circu- 
lation. Its paper proxies are in the hands 
of the people. If we had no silver money, 
no sliver bullion in the treasury, but had 
an ample supply of gold coin, the people 
would still prefer paper to coin. 

If the advocates of the gold standard 
would cease to amuse the Oppositon with 
such, flimsy arguments 45 those to which 
we have referred, and would give the 
strong men of their side a clear field, they 
might hope to accomplish something. But 
dissertations on the iniquity of speculating 
in one metal and misrepresentations as to 
the circulation of the other are really a.

They claim that the judge promised to 
call the meeting and then failed to do so. 
It was understood that a formal notice 
of a board meeting would be issued in time 
to have the meeting Saturday. If the meet- 
ing had been held it is probable that an 
effort would have been made to. depose 
Judge Bigby from the presidency, as the 
three men who were Sv anxious for the 
Meeting were all anti-bigby and are anx- 
us to get him out of his office. ‘They 
ingist that the reason Judge Bigby failed 
to call the meeting was because he saw 
the breakers ahead of him.

Being perhaps the largest stockholder 
and having a family that are interested in 
the mills to the extent of the largest par:

HE WILL RESIGN 


And That His Resignation Will Surely 
Be Presented to the Council 


AT NEXT REGULAR MEETING 


He Claims He Instructed His Friends 
To Tender the Paper, 


AND THOUGHT THIS WOULD HAVE BEEN DONE 


Captain W. J. Kendrick and Mr. W. H. 
Patterson Are in Line for Beau- 
prie’s Official Mantle. 


Two weeks from today the resignation of 
Mr. W. R. Beauprie, as police commis- 
sioner, will be tendered the general coun- 
cil, and that body will be asked to accept 
his resignation as a member of the board 
on account of his continued absence from 
the city. 

Commissioner Beauprie arrived last night 
on the Central train from Macon and 


stated that his resignation would surely be- 


presented to the council at the regular 
meeting on the first Monday in July. 

The resignation has been written out for 
several days, but at the last meeting of 
the council it was not presented, and many 
claimed that the paper which would have 
severed Mr. Peauprie’s connection with the 
board of police commissioners had been 
sidetracked in the coat pocket of Alderman 
Woodward. 

Several members of council intimated that 
the paper was in the council chamber, and 
they made an effort to have the resigna- 
tion called for, but this was voted down. 
It was said the paper was in the posses- 
sion of Alderman Woodward at the time 
and.that he had the document in his in- 
side pocket, but for political reasons re- 
fused to tender it for action of council. 

Alderman Woodward was silent upon the 
subject, and those gentlemen. who desired 
to vote on the resignation accepted the 
silence of the alderman as meaning that 
he did not deny the charge that he was 
the custodian of the paper. 

jut at the next meeting of council the 
resignation will be presented and will be 
accepted, so Mr. Beauprie stated last night, 
in reply to a question asked him in re- 
gard to the resignation, 

“My resignation as a member of the 
board of police commissioners will certainly 
be. presented at the next meeting of the 
general council,”’ said Commissioner Beau- 
prie, last night. ‘‘When [ wrote out the 
paper, I gave it to my friends, and sup- 
posed it would be presented at the last ses- 
sion of the council, It was not, so — have 
been informed, but it will be next time. 
Why the paper was not presented, I do 
not Know, as 1 have just reached the city 
and have not had an opportunity to con- 
fer with the members of the board or the 
council.”’

It is said that the moment the resigna- 
tion is accepted, two names will promptly 
be placed in nomination for the vacant 
chair in the police board. One name will 
by Captain W. J. Kendrick and the other 
will be W. H. Patterson. 

Captain Kendrick may be Commissioner 
Beauprie’s successor, but the vote will be 
very close. He is opposed by the majority 
faction, it is claimed, though Cap- 
tain Kendrick has not intimated what h’s 
policy will be. 

Indications point to Mr. Patterson as the 
preference of the majority faction, for the 
reason that he is more friendly to the policy 
of that side.

He Delivered an Address at the Y. M.

When 
a man accepts religion, God comes and 
dwell in him, thoroughly affecting every 
fiber of his nature. In this way the Chris- 
tian becomes like God, and _ therefore 
‘grows strong and does. exploits.’ 

‘Daniel states that the man who knows 
God shall be strong. There are many ways 
in which we can show our strength. I like 
to see a man strong in his convictions. We 
ought to decide for the right and then 
stick to it. e 

“We must also be strong in our emo- 
tions. We cannot hate the devil too much.. 
I hate him with every force of my being 
because I know that he is cgntinually try- 
ing to influence me to stray from the path 
of duty. Our will power must atso he 
strong in order to resist the many temp- 
tations. 

“When we know God, we should do 
exploits. Let us benefit others as we have 
been benefitted, and lift them up out of the 
paths of sin. If every @hristian would go 
out into the world and work for the Lord, 
what a wonderful difference there would he. 
I have seen brave men in battle who would 
stand amidst the thunderings of shot and 
shell and never flinch, but when they come 
to consider their own souls they are ab- 
solute cowards. We must learn to govern 
our own spirit.

I think 
this is a mistake. It is just where God has 
placed it. During one of the fiercest bat- 
ties of the old continent the English forces 
were charging a hill to capture a battery.

IS JOHNSON THE MURDERER?P 


The Negro To Be Tried Next Monday 
for.the Murder of Bass. 


Cc. C. Johnson, the negro who oceupies 
a cell at the county jail on the charge of 
murdering Baker Bass, and who is to be 
tried in the criminal branch of the superior 
court next Monday, strongly denies that 
he is guilty. 

There seems to be a difference of 
opinion on this subject. think that 
Johnson is the man and others are of the 
opinion. that he is innocent, 

Sergeant Slaughter, of the detective de- 
partment, who has charge of the case, is 
convinced that Johnson is guilty. As to 
whether this fact ean be proved, however, 
remains to be seen. The evidence is purely 
circumstantial. The chain of evidence 
which with be used to place the rope 
around the negro’s neck, is said to be very 
strong. 

An attempt will be made to show at the 
trial that Johnson had cause to kill Bass; 
that he had threatened ‘to do the deed; 
that he was seen running in an opposite 
direction a few seconds after the shot 
was fired, and that he afterwards ac- 
knowledged to more than one party that 
he killed the merchant. 

The authorities claim there are many 
more important points of evidence which 
have never been made known. 

Johnson was seen at the jail by a Con- 
stitution representative and he firmly de- 
nied his guilt, claiming that he will easily 
prove an alibi. 

How Johnson Was Implicated. 

How Johnson was first implicated in the 
murder of Buss has never been breught 
out in» the public print. Charley Calhoun, 
a negro detective, well known in this city, 
has been working on the case, and he 
claims that he discovered the first evidence 
that Johnson had comniitted the deed Cal- 
houn, when questioned about the affair, 
told a pretty straight story. 

A few davs after Johnson was arrested, 
Calhoun was arrested also on some petty 
charge, and instead of being taken to fhe 
police station where such prisoners are 
usually taken before a trial, he was taken 
to the jail and locked up.in the same cell 
with Johnson, but it is not known what 
the detective learned from his cell mate. 

While Calhoun was ostensibly locked up, 
a newspaper man called on him at the 
jail and interviewed him on the subject of 
the murder.

Boys Have Had a Busy Week at Griffin 
and Are in Fine Shape. 


REACH HERE AT 11:30 O’CLOCK 


Governor Atkinson and Staff ‘Received 


Them Saturday. 


THEY DRILLED WITH CLOCK-WORK PRECISION 


Will Parade in Regular Service Uni- 
form Through the Principal 
Streets Today. 


Atlanta’s five hundred soldier boys who 
for the past week have been doing service 
at the state encampment will return home 
from Griffin this morning, arriving at the 
un*on depot between 11:30 and 12 o’clock. 

Visitors who watched the drills yesterday 
at Griffin and who returned to Atlanta last 
night -report that the boys of the Fifth 
regiment have been worked so hard at the 
encampment that they are as brown as 
berries and present the appearance of old 


campaigners. There was very little play at 


the encampment this year. 

Many Atlantians saw them drill yester- 
day and they were all enthusiastic over 
the way the representatives of the Gate 
City conducted themselves. If reports be 
true they drilled with the perfection of 
West Point cadets and they certainly were 
outdone by their rivals from the great 
military city of Savannah in but one thing 
—target practice. The Savannah lads prac- 
tice with their rifles the whole year round 
and they were very excellent marksmen. 
The Atlantians showed good mettle in this 
line, but their average did not come up to 
that of the troops from the Forest City. 

As regards fine drilling and splendid dis- 
cipline there are many unbiased judges 
who insisted last night that the Atlanta 
troops outdid the first battalion of Savan- 
nah Volunteer Guards who are old cam- 
paigners and very enthusiastic soldiers. If 
this be true, and there are many reputable 
witnesses who declare it, the Atlanta repre- 
sentatives have great reason to be proud of 
their work at the state encampment, 

Colonel Candler, of the Fifth, is a strict 
disciplinarian and he does not carry his 
companies to Griffin for a pleasure trip, 
though during recreation hours he grants 
them as much freedom as any of the sol- 
diers could expect, and there is no doubt 
that he has given the soldiers very valuable 
training during their short stay at the 
camp.

“The boys certainly 
did not attempt to play off when they 
got to the encampment,”’ he said last night. 
“There were no shirkers and. all of the 
men seemed to feel a personal interest and 
pride in their company‘*éven down to the 
privates in the rear rank. 


“I was entirely satisfied with the work. 


and I think. that Colonel Candler and all of 
his men-deserve to be heartily ecengratu- 
lated,”’ 

Will Parade on Atlanta Streets. 

When the troops arrive in Atlanta this 
morning they will at once form the battal- 
ion and there will be an exhibition drill 
through some of the principal streets of 
the city. The soldiers will wear their regu- 
lar service uniforms. 

The drill will be watched with 
deal of interest by all of the Atlantians 
who were unable to visit Griffin to see 
how the Fifth regiment compares with the 
other volunteer troops of the state. No line 
of march has been mapped out. but the 
regiment under Colonel Candler’s efficient 
command will be marched through some of 
the most popular street, so that the citi- 
zens will have a good opportunity to see 
their work. 

Having had company and battalion drills 
every morning at Griffin and dress parade 
every afternoon with occasional reviews 
the regiment is in splendid shape to put up 
a.fine exhibition drill.

Textile Manufacturers Called to Meet 
in Atlanta. 


TRY TO CURTAIL PRODUCTION 


Claims That Already the Market Is 
Glutted. 


MANUFACTURERS’ COMMITTEE ISSUES CALL 


Signed by Over Two Hundred Mem- 
bers of the Manufactures’ Asso- 
ciation—Their Plan. 


The texttle manufacturers of the south 
have been called to meet in Atlanta on 


June 29th. 

The object of this session, so the manu- 
facturers say, is very urgent and is brought 
about by an overproduction of manufactur- 
ed goods. It is the desire of those who 
will meet in this city te curtail production 
and to come to some common agreement 


by which all the mills of the south will be 
closed down. At 4he recent session of the 
textile manufacturers in Atlanta a com- 
mittee upon “limitation of product” was 
appointed. It was to be the duty of this 
committee, to, tak>, uP, Some plan whica 
would decrease the production ‘of’ g60ds’ in 
this section. It is a well-known fact that 
there is. aJready a supply of goods at the 
different mills sufficient to last for the 
next three years. As a dernier resort the 
committee calls another session and some 


plan will be agreed upon. : 
Following is the letter addressed to the 


different manufacturers: ; 
“Atlanta, Ga., June 20, 1896 —To the Tex- 
tile Manufacturers of the South: In re- 
sporse to the circular letter of May 23d 
by the undersigned committee, addressed 
to all southern textile manufacturers, Uz 
replies have been received so far. The an- 
swers, with very tew exceptions, are ex- 
pressive of the great necessity of imine- 
diate curtailment of production. About 
two-thirds of the mills state that they will 
send a representative, with full powers, to 
a meeting called for the purpose (the ma- 
jority favoring Atlanta). A few miils, not 
in position to curtail production, are sold 
ahead on contracts, while some vuthers are 
either shut down already or rumning snort 
time. 

‘In view of these expressions, which 
forcibly and almost unanimously point to 
the curtailment of production by concerted 
action of the mills as the only means to 
check the disastrous condition now prevail- 
ing, and believing further that the moral 
effect of such action would at once exert a 
most marked effect on values, and would 
jTmmediately stimulate a healthy demand 
for our productions, the committee decided 
in order to bring about the desired re- 
sult to call a convention of the southern 
textile manufacturers for Monday, June 


29th, at 1:30 o’clock p. m, at the Aragon 
hotel, Atlanta, Ga.

She is a 
niece of iMrs. Belle Sheridan Shreve, of 
Louisville, Ky.. who fs said to be the most 
baiutiful woman and the richest widow 
in the Bluegrags State. 

“Mattie Sheridan is a wnique figure ‘in 
literature as regards both her person and 
her achievements. Delicate almost to 
fragility her strong will and her nervous 
energy enable her to accomplish her pur- 
poses in a wonderful way.” 

Speaking of her first conversation with 
Mattie Sheridan, Mrs. Bryant said: 
‘'She introduced herself as a southerner 
Hke myself and presently she told me her 
story—how she had come to the city with 
her mother to make thetr living. The 
mother couldn’t work, she was not strong. 

“Mattie searched everywhere for em- 
ployment and found it at last in making 
up the visiting bocks and writing the 
notes and invitations of society women, 
whose spelling is not always as fine as 
their costumes, por their writing so ad- 
mirable as the bold and beautiful pen- 
manship of the little Sheridan. 

“Soon she became a social favorite and 
had the entree to the most exclusive 
homes in the city: therefore she was in- 
valuable as a society reporter, when at 
length she turned her pen in that @ireec- 
tion. Her work was in high de- 
mand, and she could now afford 
comforts and nice clothes and glimpses 
at the opera for the beautiful mother and 
herself. 

“My visitor talked and asked questions 
for one hour. I saw in the morning paper 
a column interview which a reporter had 
had with me. And so my tiny southern 
sister was getting matter for space-work 
when I thought she was but paying me 
a family visit! 

‘“‘But little Miss Sheridan ts all business. 

Soon after this her mother died; there 
Was a season of heart-brenk for the little 
one, and then she got up from a sick bel 
and went bravely to work again. She ob- 
taired a position on the editorial staff-of 
Munsey’s magazine, with a salary of $5,000 
a year. She wrote a play for the Baroness 
Blanc, in which that lady starred a season 
ago: and she constantly attended = and 
wrote up in her own graphic and knowing 
way the socia} functions of the swell set 
and the literary folk. - 
“She gave functions herself.

First Methodist Church Packed with 


an Interested Throng.

The first reminder of the nearness of the 
closing of the Georgia School of Technolo- 
gy was given yesterday in the baccalau- 


reate sermon preached at the First Meth- 


odist church by Frofessor Charles Lane. 
Professor Lane is known throughout the 
a most eloquent lecturer. His

went and large crowds have always gath- 
ered to hear him. Though the humorous 
lecture is his fort, he preached a sermon 
yesterday that would do justice to any 
clergy man. He preached with an eloquence 
and seldom heard, and Won - 


for himself new laurels. 

The first Methodist church was crowded 
long before the time for the services to 
begin and a large number were compelled 
to stand. The students of the school, the 
faculty and the members of the commis- 
sion marched from the Aragon to the 
church and occupied the front seats. It was 
to the boys of the school that Professor 
Lane spoke, but his sermon appiied to 
every person present. 

Professor Lane’s Sermon. 

Professor Lane chose as the text of his 
sermon the opening clause of the tifteenth 
verse of the thirty-fourth chapter of the 
Book of Isaailah: “Seek ye out of the 
book of the Lord and read.”’ 

Professor Lane opened his sermon by 
telling why the Bible is the book of the 
Lord and advised the young men to read 
and profit by the reading of it. He told of 
how there are fewer infidels now than 
ever before in the history of the world 
and how the Bible is the cause of this. 
He told of how much good the Bible had 


dcne. 

He gave instances of how men had been 
converted by hearing a few passages of 
the Bible read when all else had failed to 
turn their hearts. He told the young xien 
how they should read the Bible. “Young 
men,’ he said, “when you come to this 
book to look upon its pages, do so with 
the greatest reverence. Every word in it 
is the word of God. It is a great Wod 
speaking to His people. When you read 
it show as much reverence as you would 
were an angel to come down from heaven 
and talk to you, teaching you the word of 
God; for the Bible is the word of God 
and it is God speaking to you. 

“Read it with care and attention. ‘i‘he 
first thing that a teacher does in instruct- 
ing his pupils is to get their attention. 
Read this book of books with attention 
and remember what you have read. You 
ought to read it frequently and the often- 
er you read it the more good it will do you. 
I remember during the war when our 
forces recrossed the Tennessee. We had 
been cut off from the rest of the troops, 
I hadn’t heard a word from my old moth- 
er in six months. When we had crossed 
the river we came upon a wagon load of 
letters for the men in our division. After 
hunting through the pile for ,hours [ 
found two letters tied together. I read the 
address on them and Knew in an instant 
who they were from. I took those letters 
and read them and cried and read and re- 
read them and cried every time I read 
them. I put them safely away and took 
them out again and again and read them. 
I read them so much that I wore them out, 
Why did I read those letters and cry over 
them? Because I knew they were from 
home from one who loved me. The Bible 
is a letter from home and is from one 
who loves you. Read it often and cry 
over it and read it till you wear it out. 

“The Bible should be read practically. 
No man ever read a book intelligently 
without he read it practically. By read- 
ing it practically I mean read it with a 
view of bettering yourself by the good ex- 
amples that you find in it. 

“You should seek to gain instruction 
from the Bible. You young men have been 
studying hard for four years trying to 
meet and effectually resist what comes be- 
fore you. But no matter how thoroughly 
you study your books if you have not been 
Students of the Bible then there will be 
a weak point somewhere. 

“Every word in the Old Testament was 
written to turn the minds of the people 
to the time when the Master should come. 
Every word in the New Testament was 
written to turn the minds of the petple 
baek to the time when he dia come. 

“I remember reading of an old marshal 
under Napoleon, who was wounded and 
fell on the battlfield. He was taken to the 
hospital and laid on the operating table. 
The wound was in the left side and when 
the surgeon began to probe near the heurt 
of the old marshal for the bullet the brave 
old soldier looked into his face and Said, 
‘Go a little deeper, surgeon, and you will 
find the emeperor.’ 

“Every day I look into the faces of men 
and women who have a name in fthetfr 
hearts. It is not the name of Washington, 
of Lee or of any other brave or great 
man. but the beautiful name of Jesus.” 

At the completion of his sermon Pro- 
fessor Lane was heartily congratulated by 
the faculty, the commission and the stu- 
dents. Those who went to the church yes- 
terday went with the expectation of hear- 
ing a fine sermon and they were by no 
means disappointed. They heard one of the 
finest and most eloquent sermons that has 
ever been preached in the First Methoaist 
church and one that it is impossible to 
describe. Professor Lane surpassed him- 
self and made a reputation yesterday that 
will Iast. He completely won the large 
ecawd that heard his sermon and held 
<«ir undivided attention during the en- 
tire time. 

Commencement Wednesday. 

There is a great deal of nervousness and 
excitement among the boys of 
the Tech today. The results of the final 
examinations will be made known this 


earnestness 
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morning. At 11 o’clock the boys will file 
into the hall from their work and the 
president of the school, Professor Lyman 
Hall, will read the results of the final ex- 
aminations. It is not known what the re- 
sults are, but it is whispered around that 
they are better this year than ever before 
in the history of the school and very few 
if any failures are expected. 

The final meeting and closing exercises 
of the Literary Society will take place 
Tuesday, morning at 11 o’clock at the 
School, and it is expected that a large 
crowd will be in attendance. 

The Literary Society has been more suc- 
cessful this year than ever before in the 
history of the institution. The young 
men have manifested more interest in it 
and have tried harder to make it the best 
literary society in Georgia than ever 
before, and their labors have not been 
without success, They. have succeeded in 
making for themselves a reptuation as a 
set of the hardest working young gradu- 
ates that ever walked out of the doors of 
the Tech.

TALKED OF BEN HUR. ~ 


REV. W. S. VAIL LECTURED AT 
THE CHURCH OF OUR FATHER. 


The Minister Pictured the Life of 
Lew Wallace’s Hero and Applied 
It to the Present Age. 


Rev. W. S. Vail lectured at the Church 
of Our Father last night on the subject, 
“Ben Hur,” and delighted a large audience. 

“In the story of Judah, son of Hur,” 
said Dr. Vail, ‘“‘the author clearly out- 
lined in his mind a double purpose, to 
which he worked with great success, if the 
popularity of the bcok is any criterion of 
what we may call success, 

“In the workings of an imaginary his- 
tory, that holds our sympathy because it 
deals with an aneclent Hfe in such a way 
as to give it reality to our imaginations, 
we are also carried along by the fortunes 
of a youth touched in his life by adven- 
ture, romance, love and revenge; but it 
is the aim of the author to lead us above 
these, so that our final interests will be 
in his patriotism, his religious hope, his 
change of opinion, and his acceptance of 
the Nazariteprophet, apparentiy, as a spe- 
cially deified person. At-least I so under- 
stand the purpose of the book. 

“The drantfa opens really with 
cession in Jerusalem, given in honor of 
the coming of Valerius Gratus, when a 
tile loosened by accident fell from the top 
of the house where the boy was watching 
the procession, directly upon the head of 
the officer, just then passing beneath. And 
the rapid series of consequences—the at- 
tack on the house, the arrest of mother 
and little daughter, the condemning word 
of his young Roman friend, Messala, 
awful vow of vengeance against this heart- 
less enemy, and the arousing of the forces 
that were to play the terrible parts in his 
future dramatic history—all these things 
appear as he is dragged away to be taken 
to the galleys and to the oar. 

‘‘And the first real appearance of the 
higher purpose is foreshadowed here so far 
as it touches the life of this gon of Hur; 
for at the well of Nazareth, where bitter- 
fess fifls hfs gpoul, where heated and 
weary he falls in the dust, where in his 
mind the picture of the prophetess on the 
rock singing the glory of Israel gives way 
to the prophet of the long bear, opening 
visions of the deliverance of the Lord; 
these to be swept away by chariots and 
horsemen, and captivity and loss; and all 
these are now dying like day in the west- 
ern sky, only dying never to come again, 
when a young man comes with the touch 
of human sympathy and His name is 
Jesus, and His home !{s Nazareth. It was 
but a passing sight, but it is a key to 
what the author would teach; the act 
was characteristic, and one to be remem- 
bered. 

“Then came the galleys, with despair 
sung in his heart to an accompanimrent 
of the dipping oar in sighing waters. 
Then came days without hope. hen canre 
that thing best of all, duty well done. 
And this finally won him the esteem of one 
who was rising in the estimation of all 
Roman authority, Quintius Arrius, who 
was to be so much to his life. And the 
episode of the sinking ship battling with 
pirate galleys, in that strange and savage 
warfare, fascinating with all its brutality, 
came hig opportunity, for he found while 
floating on his plank in the wide sea, the 
body of this man; and when by almost 
Buperhuman effort he rescued his master, 
hope opened the door to his waiting feet; 
for then he became Arrius, the son of 
Arrius (by adoption), and in Rome waited 
to prepare for his great work that seem- 
ed now almost forgotten. 

“The new life conrves with his visit to 
Antioch, and here his drama was played 
along two lines—the line of love and 
revenge, and the line of that transforma- 
tion that was to bring him in connection 
with that great event which has engaged 
the central interest of the world, the ap- 
pearance of Jesus the Nazarine. The most 
exciting scenes of the first drama are 
depicted in the chariot race, in which he 
met the enemy who had barmed him, and 
did with signal success conquer and over- 
throw: in which temptation in the lure 
of the beautiful Iras nearly turned him 
from high purpose and noble achievement— 
a very human and very natural result al- 
lowing the other conditions to be as repre- 
vethns 


the pro- 


‘But here came the forces that direct 
ed his life into the higher channel. He was 
convinced by. Sinmronides that the time was 
at hand for the coming of the Messiah. 
Hie became convinced that duty called 
him to return to Palestine to become a 
soldier and lead the armies of this Messiah. 
He started with a given view, which was 
dissipated when he saw the Christ. His 
new view was strengthened when his moth- 
er and sister were healed of leprosy. The 
Ruler was a ruler over the hearts of men. 
And the closing scenes, detailing — the 
erucifixion, plainly teach that His divinity 
was different from that which is divine 
in man, that He was a Person only to be 
seen once, and never again. But when one 
takes even the spirit of the book and fol- 
lows closely through, he finds all that was 
attributed to Jesvs does belong to man, 
save that in man it is Itmited in degree, 
that His love is like yours only larger; 
or, if the thought is viewed from the other 
side, your love is just as divine as any 
love of angel or archangel, and your duty 
brings you sacrifices exactly as His did, 
and His cross was simply the result of a 
supreme love and faithfulness to the con- 
viction that braved all suffering and defied 

ll danger.’’

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BOIES, OF IOWA. 


A Sketch of the Great Western Demo- 
cratic Leader, 


HIS REMARKABLE CAREER 


He Will Be One of the Favorites of 
the Chicago Convention, and 
Perhaps the Nominee. 


From The Chicago Record. 

Iowa will present the name of Horace 
Boies tv the national democratic conven- 
tion, with the conviction that he possesses 
all the qualities of a great candidate. He 
is mentally and physically a stalwart char- 
acter and a magnetic man in every sense 


of the word. 

The earliest ancestor of Horace Boies in 
this country on his father’s side was Dea- 
con Daniel Boies, who settled in the town 
of Blandford, Mass., early in the seven- 
teenth century. Daniel Boies was of 
French descent. His wife was of Scotch- 
Irish ancestry. Yhe grandfather of Hor- 
ace Boies on his father’s side was born 
in Blandford, (Mass. He married a Miss 
Blair, of English descent and reared @a 
family of nine children, of which the 
father of Horace Boies was one. Grand- 
father Boies afterward removed to Oneida 
county, New York, where he died. Sub- 
sequently the family, consisting of the 
mother and seven sons, removed to the 
town of Aurora, .in Erie county, New 
York, eighteen miles southeast of Buffalo. 
It was there that the father of. Horace 
Boies married Hsther Henshaw, whose an- 
cestors were of English descent. The 
fruits of this marriage were seven chil- 
dren, of whom there are now only three 
living—the oldest, a brother; the youngest, 
a sister, and the subject of this sketch. 

Horace Boies was born at Aurora, N. Y., 
December 7, 1827, and was the fourth chilt 
in the family. The country in which his 
father settled was known as the Holland 
land purchase, a -primeval forest of- im- 
mense trees, through which the travelers 
who first came were guided by blazed 
trees. ‘Horace Boies helped to chop down 
and clear away a portion of this forest 
as soon as he became old enough to use 
an ax, 

Horace Boies Goes West. 

until he had passed his 
sixteenth year, was such as could be ob- 
tuined in a dictrict school, much of the 
time confined to three months in the year, 
and this in the bleak winter season. At 
sixteen years of age Horace Boles had 
read and heard much of the new west, 
and after much solicitation he obtained 
the consent of his parents to go to the 
then territory of Wisconsin to seek his 
fortune in his own way. In April, 1844, 
with his earthly possessfons, consisting 
simply of a change of clothing tieli up in 
a red and white bandana handkerchief, 
and with little more than money enough 
to purchase a@ steerage passage ticket on 
a lake propeller, he started on his long 
journey. After a seven days’ voyage the 
boat reached a point in the lake opposite 
Racine, Wis., where he and the other 
passengers were ttransferred in a lighter, 
the wharves of Racine being then in an 
unfinished condition. 

When Horace Boies landed on Wisconsin 
soil he had 75 cents in his pocket, was a 
thousand miles from his home and was a 
total stranger to every human being in 
the great west which he had come to ex- 
plore. That same afternoon the sturdy 
boy walked twenty-five miles into the 
ceuntry looking for work as a farm hand. 
The next morning, after a further ten- 
mile walk, he hired to a farmer and spent 
the season until late in the fall as a 
hired hand at farm work. 

The boy's experlence with the family in 
Which he was employed was not pleasant. 
It was a rainy year, but there were few 
leisure moments on account of the rain. 
Among the tasks assigned him was the 
digging of a long ditch to drain the cellar 
of the farmhouse. The soil was black 
and sticky and every evening after the 
completion of his task he was covered with 
mud from head to foot. The food was of 
the scantiest and not of the daintiest 
kind. Among the indignities suffered was 
being compelled to eat at a separate table 
from that of the family. When he quit 
the employ of this family the farmer de- 
ducted $2 from his wages for extra wash- 
ing, claimed by his wife because ef the 
mud on his clothing received in digging 
the cellar drain. 

Studying of the Law. 

Just before the close of navigation in 
that year the dangerous illness of his 
mother called young Boies home. At this 
juncture came one of the turning points 
in his life. One of the first persons to 
give him a sunny welcome home was a 
schoolgirl friend, who had little diffi- 
culty in convincing the boy that there 
was something’ better in life for him than 
the suffering he was compelled to endure 
in the west, if he would only strive for it. 
So, the next few years of his life were 
spent in an earnest effort to gain an edu- 
cation. This was a slow process, for young 
Boies was compelled to work hard all 
summer in order to gain the means with 
which to go to school in the winter. 

At the age of twenty-two Horace Boies 
entered a country law office as a stu- 
dent, but he was again compelled to dl- 
vide his time and work in the fields to se- 
cure means to meet current expenses. At 
the age of twenty-four, having spent 
eighteen months of actual time tn the law 
office, he was one of four in a-class of 
thirteen who passed a successful exami- 
nation and was admitted to practice law 
at Buffalo, N. Y. 

At the time of his admission to the bar 
young Boies was as poor as he had ever 
been in his life. An uncle loaned him $15, 
with which he purchased a second-hand 
digest of the New York reports in four 
volumes and Cowen’s “Treatise on Jus- 
tice Court Practice,” a total of six vol- 
umes in all, as his library. He began 
the practice of his profession in a country 
town twenty miles south of Buffalo and 
from that time until 1867 he continued 
in the active practice of New York, a 
part of the time in the country and the 
remainder of the time in the city of 
Buffalo. 

Almost a Rival of Cleveland. 

In 1855, two years after his admission to 
the bar, Mr. Boies was elecied a member 
of the New York legislature as a republi- 
can and served one term. His district was 
gerrymandered by the democrats and he 
was not a candidate for re-election. He 
became acquainted with Grover Cleveland 
shortly after he removed to Buffalo. Mr. 
Cleveland was at that time assistant dis- 
trict attorney of Erie county. In 1868 Mr. 
Cleveland was the democratic candidate 
for district attorney of Erie county. Mr. 
Boies was a candidate in the republican 
nominating convention for the same office, 
but was defeated by Lyman K. Bass by 
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a majority of two. Mr. Bass was defeat- 
ed by Mr. Cleveland at the polls. 

The next year Mrs. Boies’s health hav- 
ing failed, they removed from Buffalo to 
Waterloo, Iowa. His wife’s father, a phy- 
Sician, having previously removed to 
Waterloo, it was hoped that the change 
would prove beneficial to the health of 
(Mrs, Boies, and this hope was realized. 

Governor Boies was twice married. His 
first wife was Adella King, the schoolgirl 
friend to whom allusion has already been 
made and by whom he has one daughter 
living—Mrs. John W.. Carson, of Mount 
Vernon, Iowa. His second wife was Miss 
Versalila M. Barber, by whom he had 
two sons and one daughter. The sons are 
both living. His daughter, Jessie, was the 
only female member of his family when 
he was elected governor, his daughter by 
his first wife having married before her 
mother’s death. Jessie Boies accompanied 
her father to Des Moines. She was a 
young lady of culture and presided over 
the governor’s household with rare grace. 
Her untimely death at the close of the 
governor’s official career was a sad blow 
to the father. 

As a Lawyer at Waterloo. 

Horace Boies reached Waterloo in the 
spring of 1867 and formed a law partner- 
ship with Henry B. Allen, of that city. 
This partnership continued until 1578, when 
il] health compelled the retirement of Mr. 
Allen. The late Judge C. F. Couch became 
a member of the firm soon after Mr, Boies 
came to lowa, and, with the exception of 
two terms as district judge, he remained 
a member of the firm until his death a 
few months ago. Mr. Boies continued in 
active practice until he was inaugurated 
as governor of the state. 

When Horace Boies arrived at Waterloo 
he was forty years of age, and he had, by 
his close application to his law practice 
in New York and by his frugal habits of 
life, saved some money. This he. pro- 
ceeded to invest in good Iowa farm lands, 
and as his law practice in lowa became 
profitable he invested his earnings in 
this way, until he is now possessed of 
more than 3,500 acres of fine land. His 
Grundy county farm is..one of the finest 
in a state conspicuous for iis model farms. 
He also owns a good stock farm of 1,000 
acres in Palo Alto county. ‘Both farms 
are well improved, but his Grundy county 
farm, thirty miles from .Waterloo, is his 
especial pride. Since his retirement from 
the office of governor ‘Mr. Boles has given 
his princtpal attention to the supervision 
of this farm and has not been actively 
engaged in his law practice except to act 
as advisory counsel, 

Boies’s Slogan for Silver. 

Tast year Governor Boles was busy in 
his private affairs and did not attend the 
state convention of the Iowa democracy. 
Having been twice elected governor of 
Iowa on a platform declaring for the resto- 
ration of silver and having borne the prin- 
cipal share of the burden of every cam- 
paign in Towa since 1889, he felt that he 
was entitled to a respite for one year at 
least. He knew that a considerable ma- 
jority of the democrats of Iowa were for 
silver restoration and he felt that .the 
convention would do its duty. But. the 
convention by a small majority voted 
down a silver plank. The convention was 
controlled by a small minority of the 
democrats of the state, who evidently felt 
that a silver resolution would be disre- 
spectful to Cleveland’s administration. 
How Governor Boles stepped into the 
arena and sounded the slogan for silver, 
how that slogan aroused the democrats 
of the Hawkeye State to action and 
brought a sweeping victory for the cause 
of silver is now part of the political his- 
tory of this presidential campaign. By a 
vote of nearly three to one a ringing silver 
platform was adopted. _ sts

As soon as sentence is again pronounced, 
the attorneys of Hanye will carry the case 
before Governor Atkinson and ask that the 
sentence of death be commuted to life im- 
prisonment.
